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FROM  THE  RABBI 


Resting  and  the  Rest  of  the  World 


RABBI  ETHAN  WITKOVSKY 

s  summer  begins,  the  corn  is 
high,  the  grass  is  green,  and 
the  fields  are  blooming.  (If 
there  were  fields  in  Manhattan,  I  am 
sure  they  would  be  blooming.)  I  am 
reminded  that  Judaism  began  as  an 
agrarian  religion. 

Rabbi  Cosgrove 
and  I  have  each 
been  studying  for 
months  the  laws 
in  the  Mishnah 
dealing  with  how 
one  can  harvest 
one’s  crops  in  a  holy 
manner.  One  rule 
in  particular  has  caught  my  attention 
as  we  move  into  summer.  The  Torah 
instructs  us  that  “You  shall  not  gather 
the  fallen  fruit  of  your  vineyard.” 
(Leviticus  19:10)  Those  fallen  fruit  are 
“left  for  the  poor  and  the  stranger.” 
Fruit  that  falls,  whether  on  its  own  or 
due  to  your  shaking  the  tree  as  you 
harvest,  must  be  left  for  the  poor.  The 
rabbis  of  the  Mishnah,  showing  a  keen 
understanding  of  the  human  psyche, 
go  further  and  legislate  that  “anyone 
who  sets  a  basket  under  the  tree  when 


harvesting  robs  the  poor.”  ( Mishnah 
Peak  7:3)  Essentially,  the  rabbis  are 
mandating  an  inefficient  system.  One 
cannot  create  a  structure  so  that  one 
retains  100%  of  one’s  produce.  Even  if 
you  could  do  it  so  that  it  didn’t  violate 
the  letter  of  the  Torah,  it  certainly 
would  violate  the  spirit. 

We  humans  are  not  meant  to  be  100% 
efficient.  Summer  vacations  are  the 
perfect  reminder  of  that.  We  cannot 
work  ALL  the  time.  Vacation,  time  off 
from  labor,  is  thought  to  be  restorative 
and  salubrious  for  body  and  soul,  not 
to  mention  mental  health.  Whether 
going  on  trips,  playing  games,  taking 
classes,  or  going  to  camp,  whether 
we  are  able  to  break  for  the  entire 
summer  (you  lucky  students)  or  just 
a  weekend  here  and  there,  we  must 
all  sometimes  “let  the  fruit  fall”  and 
recognize  that  we  are  not  meant  to  run 
at  full  speed  constantly. 

While  we  rest,  we  also  acknowledge 
that  we  have  the  blessing  to  be  able 
to  cease  from  our  labors.  There  are 
many  in  the  world  and  in  our  city  who 
cannot  take  a  week  off  or  a  trip  out  of 


the  country.  Some  are  unable  to  afford 
camp  for  their  children  or  even  the 
cost  of  transportation  to  the  beach.  As 
we  appreciate  our  good  fortune,  let  us 
also  remember  the  second  half  of  the 
verse  from  Leviticus:  we  let  fruit  fall  to 
the  ground  so  that  it  can  be  gathered 
by  the  poor  and  the  immigrant. 

Many  of  us  already  volunteer  and  give 
tzedakah  through  PAS  or  through 
other  organizations.  While  we  may 
get  a  break  from  work  and  school  over 
the  summer,  our  pursuit  of  tikkun 
olam  cannot  take  a  rest.  I  urge  us  all 
to  spend  some  of  our  well-deserved 
break  giving  to  those  less  fortunate 
than  ourselves.  Perhaps  you’ll  spend 
time  volunteering  for  a  food  pantry  or 
at  a  summer  camp  for  disadvantaged 
youth;  perhaps  you’ll  donate  time, 
clothes,  equipment,  or  other  resources 
to  those  in  need. 

Wherever  we  find  ourselves  during 
these  months,  I  hope  that  we,  as  a 
community,  find  a  way  to  leave  some 
of  our  summer’s  harvest  for  the  less 
fortunate  in  our  world.

According  to  tradition,  on  the  17th 
of  Tammuz  in  586  BCE,  the  walls  of 
the  First  Temple  were  breached  by  the 
Babylonians,  and  on  the  same  date  in 
69  CE,  the  walls  of  the  Second  Temple 
were  breached  by  the  Romans.  Like 
the  three  other  minor  fasts  of  the  year, 
the  fast  of  the  17th  of  Tammuz  is  from 
dawn  until  dark,  not  from  sunset  to 
sunset.  When  a  fast  (other  than  Yom 
Kippur)  falls  on  Shabbat,  observance 
of  the  fast  is  moved  to  the  following 
day.

FROM  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  CONGREGATIONAL  EDUCATION 


A  Lifelong  Educational  Conversation

The  educational  opportunities 
at  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
are  simply  astounding.  Every 
day  our  classrooms  are  filled  with 
learners  of  all  ages.  Every  educational 
department  has  a  full  menu  of 
offerings  that  generate  passion, 

excitement,  and 
meaning  in  the  lives 

our  members- 

Starting  from  Young 
Family  Education, 
through  the  Early 
Childhood  Center, 
Congregational 
School,  and  the 

Teens,  we  are  seeking  to  create  love 
and  respect  for  Judaism  and  Israel, 
a  sense  of  caring  for  one  another, 
and  a  continuous  flow  of  skills  and 
insights  that  grow  from  year  to  year. 
This  arc  of  learning  continues  for  our 
adult  community  through  extended 
programs  like  Melton  and  through 
shorter  courses  and  lectures  that 
provide  intellectual  stimulation  and 
growth  for  multiple  generations.  The 
Mishnah  in  PirkeiAvot  (5:23)  outlines 
the  different  ages  of  Torah  study:  “At 
five  years  of  age,  the  study  of  Bible;  at 
ten,  the  study  of  Mishnah;  at  thirteen, 
responsibility  for  the  mitzvot;  at 
fifteen,  the  study  of  Talmud;  ...  at  forty, 
the  age  of  understanding.”  Implicit  in 
this  rabbinic  text  is  that  each  stage  of 
learning  is  not  a  milestone  in  isolation, 
but  rather  part  of  an  educational 
system  that  builds  on  itself. 

As  the  Director  of  Congregational 
Education,  my  objectives  are  not 
just  to  build  on  the  success  of  our 
individual  educational  departments, 
but  also  to  build  bridges  between 
them.  Through  active  conversation 
and  proactive  collaboration,  the  PAS 


education  departments  are  working 
to  create  a  lifelong  educational 
conversation.  Our  vision  is  that 
at  every  stage  of  their  educational 
journey,  students  in  our  community 
will  see  the  issues  of  our  day  through  a 
Jewish  lens  and  participate  in  a  unified 
dialogue  about  the  timeless  Jewish 
values  that  shape  our  identities. 

This  vision  came  to  life  during  our 
winter  Shabbaton  when  our  PAS  teens 
engaged  with  our  visiting  scholars, 
Ambassador  Dennis  Ross  and  Jeffrey 
Goldberg,  and  our  tots  sang  along  on 
Friday  night  with  our  visiting  musical 
artist,  Danny  Nichols.  It  was  exciting 
to  see  how  this  weekend,  which  has 
long  been  regarded  as  the  crown  jewel 
of  the  adult  education  year,  became 
a  multigenerational  educational 
experience. 

Another  success  was  the  “Spring 
Into  Passover”  program  in  April.  In 
previous  years,  individual  departments 
conducted  their  own  Passover 
preparation  sessions;  this  year,  we 
had  a  unified  program  with  sessions 
for  learners  of  all  ages.  The  goal 
was  for  everyone  who  participated 
that  morning  to  feel  that  they  are 
involved  in  a  spiritual  and  educational 
experience  that  spans  the  ages  and 
stages  of  learning  at  PAS. 

We  have  made  great  strides  over  the 
last  two  years  to  unify  the  educational 
structure  at  PAS  and  to  work  together 
towards  shared  goals.  With  the  Center 
of  Lifelong  Learning  in  our  future, 
we  are  already  identifying  new  ways 
to  enhance  our  educational  offerings 
and  to  create  a  community  of  learners 
engaged  in  a  shared  lifelong  sacred, 
conversation  that  will  inspire  and 
shape  the  Jewish  future.

Aliyot  for  Women 


SUZANNE  AISENBERG,  CHAIR,  ARCHIVE  COMMITTEE 

Fifty-five  years  ago  this  month,  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  voted  to  grant  aliyot  to  “properly 
qualified  women”  (meaning  they  would  chant  the 
Torah  blessings  in  Hebrew).  The  decision  followed  five 
years  of  debate  after  the  Rabbinical  Assembly  Committee 
on  Jewish  Law  and  Standards  stated  in  1955  that  in 
principle  women  could  be  called  to  the  Torah. 

In  anticipation  of  the  annual  meeting  on  May  5, 1961, 
when  this  ritual  change  would  be  adopted,  Rabbi  Judah 
Nadich  devoted  his  April  14  sermon  to  aliyot  for  women. 
He  commented  that  although  women  in  the  20th-century 
secular  world  had  gained  “emancipation  and  equality  of 
status  . . .  Jewish  law  has  not  kept  pace.  This  constitutes 
a  challenge  to  historic  Judaism  and  especially  to  us  who 
call  ourselves  Conservative  Jews  . . .  The  true  character 
of  [Jewish]  law  is  that  it  is  an  evolving  and  developing 
creation  responding  to  the  urgent  requirements  and  the 
highest  moral  standards  of  every  age.”  He  continued  that 
by  granting  aliyot  to  women,  we  have  “the  opportunity  to 
demonstrate  the  adaptability  and  therefore  the  viability  of 
Jewish  religious  law  and  practice.” 

In  honor  of  the  55th  anniversary  of  the  adoption  of  aliyot 
for  women  at  Park  Avenue  Synagogue,  Yasher  Koach 
to  the  adult  bat  mitzvah  class  (see  p.  6)  as  they  as  they 
reaffirm  their  commitment  to  Judaism  and  to  the  privilege 
of  reading  from  the  Torah.
